A cessation of gold exports in

PEACE REIGNED THERE. 


Plp« Stone Quanie* IB Minnesota Ouo« 
8«rve<t KS a sacred ftoiMlecvoiM. 


An expedition sent out by the bureau 


of ethnology for the purpose of making 
collections to illustrate aboriginal quar- 
rying and mining- at the Columbian ex- 
position has just returned to Washing- 
ton with a remarkable and most inter- 
esting assemblage of objects secured. 


Among these objects are a number of 


pipes and fragments of pipe stone ob- 
tained from the famous pipe stone quar- 
ry in southwest Minnesota, whence the 
Indians of North America have got the 
materials for their pipes since very an- 
cient days, long before Columbus land- 
ed upon this continent. 
From that 


time down to the present the working: 
of this same mineral deposit has been 
kept up continuously, even the savage 
Sioux traveling annually two hundred 
miles to spend a month at the quarry. 
For centuries tke place was regarded 
as sacred and all tribes met there, pre- 
serving peace religiously while on the 
spot. 


For miles around the quarry the 


plains are covered with rings which 
mark the sites where Indian lodges were 
once established, aud everywhere are 
scattered fragments of pipe stone, rep- 
resenting the waste of manufacture. 
Thia material seems to have been se- 
lected by the savages because of its 
beauty and softness when fresh. The 
latter quality renders it easy to carve, 
while subsequently it becomes extreme- 
ly hard. Its color Is an exquisite "In- 
dian red." 


Much of the carving work done on the 


pipes i.^ of highly artistic quality. Some 
of the specimens secured by Prof. 
Holmes, who made the collections re- 
ferred to. would do credit to the most 
skilled workers in meerschaum. 


On account of the difficulties attend- 


ing the mining of the pipe stone it is 
quite a precious substance, a piece one 
foot square being worth from two to' 
three dollars In the crude. Tbe stratum 
described is about twelve inches in 
thickness and seems to be evenly con- 
tinuous for an indefinite 
distance 


through the hill. However, only two 
inches of this thickness is of good qual- 
ity, being smooth to the touch and free 
from grit. 


Of recent years the Indiana bave 


learned how to inlay the pipes with sil- 
ver and other metals, performing this 
kind of work in a manner very artis tie 
They do all the pipe-making, the labor 
involved being too great to pay the 
white man for big time. White people 
bof %»efe pipe stone and make many 
other articles out of it for sale, from a 
complete house down to miniature 
pieces of furniture and trinkets. 


The fact that this pipe stone quarry 


was regarded as sacred ia indicated by 
extensive pictographs on the rocks in 
the vicinity of certain huge bowlders 
found on tbe spot, representing aborig- 
inal gods and other things of religioni 
significance.—Washington Star.
